THRONGS OF DESTITUTE 


LAY THE DEAD TO REST 


By R. L. Blalock. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 3.—(Speciai Staff 
Correspondence.)—Another day has come 
and gone and still the people of tuls 
lovely little nest on the mountain tvups 
are marveling at the great calamity that 
Swept more than‘a hundred souls into 
eternity. It will be long before the traces 
of the awful disaster are entirely re- 
mcved and in the hearts of those who 
lost relatives and friends there will ever 
remain the scars of ineradicable gricf. 

Today has been spent in burying the 
dead and providing for those who are in 
destitute circumstances. All day the min- 
isters and undertakers in the city have 
been busy, and the work is not yet com- 
pleted. 

Were this the middie ages the feature 
of Gainesvijlé's escutcheon would be “a 
statue of grief regnant and her motto 
would be “‘For help I. pray.” Georgia 
cannot respond’ too quickly or too liberal- 
ly to the appeals that are being sent out 
from here for aid, for there will surely 
be suffering unless active measures are 
taken to relieve the situation. It 1s.im- 
possible for people who have been here 
te conceive of the biting cold in the it- 
mcsphere. High up on the top of the 
mountains, with scarcely any sunshine in 
three days, and with a dreary, slow rain 
falling, the inhabitants go about with 
overcoats and wraps on them and with 


‘the collars of their coats upturned. Hot 


fires are kept going in the heaters of the 
hotels and other public buildings and the 
sLivering, wrethed throngs of homeless 
and destitute people gather around them 
with extended hands and feet. On all 
sides are the evidences that there is noth- 
ing but truth in the reports sent out that 
there men have nothing left them. With 
faces and hands perfectly clean and neat, 
their linen in many ecases.is sadly the 
worse for wear and it is not because of 
the disposition of the wearers. They are 
simply unable to procure more and unless 
help is speedily sent to them their condi- 
tion will be deplorable in the extreme 


The wreckage is slowly being cleared‘ 


away, but it will take days and weeks to 
accomplish this herculean task. Wiih 
the passing of time the totals of buildings 
wrecked and lives lost grows and the 
story will not be complete in several 
dayn to come. 

Many of the houses that are left 
standing in the mill districts are unfit to 
be inhabited again, and are really dan- 
gerous. ‘They are leaning in all directions 
and seem about to collapse at every 
breath of air that strikes them. Yet the 
families are still in them, and do not 
seem at all conscious of their danger. 
On the porches of many of them _lie the 


‘coffins that will tomorrow contain mem- 


bers of the family, who now lie inside 
shrouded and cold. Around these em- 
blems of the work of the reaper throng 
the curious crowds, gazing with morbid 
eagerness .at the gruesome sights that 
everywhere meet the eye. 


No Sun for Stricken City. 
The weather has kept pace with the 


“scenes that are spread abroad on the 


hills and valleys of this sorrowing com- 
munity. All last night it rained dismally, 
and the thunder rolled, the lightning 
flashed, and there was general unrest of 
the elements. The morning dawned dark, 
cold and drear, and the lowering clouds 
have wept today in unison with those 
who sat at the side of departed loved 
ones. Not for an instance has the sun 
shown its face to the anxious watchers, 
and the thin, misty rain that has fallen 
steadily all day has added to She gloomy 
feelings of the people. It is related that 
the last time the sunshine was seen was 
immediately after the storm had swept 
in grandeur over the stricken city, when 
for an instant it appeared behind the 
black coulds that still hovered over the 
scene of destruction, and then quickly 
disappeared from sight, as if ashamed to 
look upon the work of the cruel winds. 
The mud on the streets is ankle deep, and 
in places the roads are nearly impass- 
able from this cause, even where the 
debris leaves an opening. 

The soldiers in their blue uniforms 
lend a picturesque aspect to what would 
otherwise be one unbroken sight of- woe, 
and by their presence the unruly element 
that always develops at such places is 
held in check. The people tramp the 
streets aimlessly, standing in groups at 
the places where greatest destruction 
was wrought. No effort at rebuilding 
has yet been attempted in any quarter, 
All lies as it fell, and it will be many 
months before the city resumes its 
normal appearance. 


Goods afe still being removed from the | 
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stores that weré torn down, and search- 
ers are seeking among the scattered 
fragments of their homes for household 
effects. One of the features that mark 
the path of the cyclone is midway be- 
tween Gainesville and New Folland. On 
top of a high tree reposes a large black 
felt hat, sitting in jaunty attiSiide, as 
though proud of its lofty perch. At this 
point the storm had risen above the 
ground, and’ not much damage was doné 
to the shrubbery. Almost ajl the dis- 
tance out, however, porches of houses are 
gone, roofs torn off, and other signs left 
to indicate that the winds were at work. 
When the hills near Pacolet were reached 
the storm developed greater fury than

Now it is possipie tt 
stand at the top of one and look across 
for nearly a mile and see nothing what- 
ever but'long strips of fresh-looking tim- 
ber, scattered quilts, beds, chairs, .cloth- 
ing, stoves and every variety of article 
that the houses had once contained. The 
scene is pathetic in the extreme, and the 
sight of the former occupants of the 
homes wandering about the spots where 
they had dwelt only the day before, 
picking up little articles that had been 
dear to them, and gazing at the frag- 
ments with red and weeping eyes, is one 
to touch the hardest heart. They follow 
the newspaper men about wherever they 
go, but they ask few or no questions, 
and seem only to be seeking company to 
distract them from their sad thoughts. 
They stand in stolid huddles near the 
offices of the, mills, and the faces of all 
are unconsciously turned toward their 
vanished homes. Close to the offices of 
the Pacolet company is the entrance to 
the lower story of the mill that is used as 
a morgue, an@ into and out of this door 
files an unending multitude, going in to 
look once more at the dead that lie out- 
stretched within. People are here from 
cll over the northern part of Georgia, 
from the rugged mountaineer to the in- 
habitant of the large cities, wonder and 
awe written on the countenances of all. 


Odd Incid-nts of Storm. 


Many incidents occurred during the 
progress of the great storm that will 
never ‘be told, but a number are already 
coming to light. 

A negro house that stood somewhat in 
the rear of Athens street was left open. 
both doors and windows, when the oc- 
cupants fled for their lives at the ap- 
proach of the roaring wind. Everything 
in it, every bed, chair, table and all other 
of its furnishings was blown entirely 
away and the house itself was not in- 
jured in the, slightest degree. 
return the negroes were more grieved 
than if they had been killed themselvs, 
from the manner in which they bewailed 
their losses. In the forks of a tree on 
Myrtie street there is a large bundle of 
loose shingles, all ranged straight and in 
order as if prepared to be bound into a 
sheaf. They are placed apparently as 
carefully as though some carpenter hua 
laid them there preparatory to their use 
on a nearby builcing. A negro who work- 
ed for W. J. Hobbs disappeared about 
the time uf ‘the storm and as nothing was 
heard of him at dark, Mr. Hobbs notified 
the man’s family that he was probabiy 
among the dead and that they wouid do 
wel] to begin search for his body at once. 
Just as they were preparing to do this 
the particular specimen walked up. Upon 
being questioned it developed that he had 
seen the coming monster of the heavens 
and had fied in terror to a low bridge, 
under which he took refuge and there hc 
1émained from a little before 1 o'clock 
until 7 o’clock in ‘the afternoon, too 
frightened to come out of his hiding place. 
J. H. Bagwell, the liveryman on Main 
street, also saw the storm nearing the 
town. To use his own language, he kiss- 
ed his horses goodby and dived into an 


open end of a sewer that was near at.

Every man, woman and child should join 
the list of contributors. Everything is 
needed here, and every gift will find a 
worthy recipient. 

“fT wish the people of the state could 
realize the real conditions here. I do 
not believe it exaggeration to say that 
one thotisand peopie are homeless. They 
may find temporary Shelter, but their 
household belongings and their wearing 
appsral—everything they had—has been 
swept away. The good people of Gaines- 
ville are doing everything in their power 
to house and care for them, but they 
cannot do more than furnish temporary

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personally direct the rebuilding or rather 
the rearrangement of the plants. Tae 
work to be done at the Pacolet now is 
the setting up of the houses turned over 
or removed from their pillows by tne 
storm. When these are in shape the re- 
building of the hundred cottages totally 
destroyed will be put under headway. 


Will Have To Be Rebuilt. 


The Gainesville cotton mill will have 
to undergo an almost complete recon- 
struction. The entire fourth and fifth 
floors will have to be removed, that is 
so much of them as was left by -the tor- 
nado. The stock houses were completely 
demolished and will have to be rebuilt 
from the foundation up. These caught 
the first current of the terrific storm. The 
store, or commissary, of the company is 
also a tota! wreck, together with the large 
stock of goods it contained, a majority of 
-~which. was blown entirely from the build- 
ing. 

Dr. J. L. Walker and Dr. R. P. Izlar, 
of Waycross, this morning tendered their 
services, but as there are enough physi- 
cians on the ground they were wired not 
to come. Their proffer was gratefully ac- 
knowledged. Dr. J. H. Downey, physi- 
cian at the Pacolet mill, was put to bed 
this morning for the first sleep he has 
hac in forty-eight hours. He was worn 
out bodily .and the company was not 
willing for him. to run further risk of 
break-down by staying up longer. As hé 
was the only physician at Pacolet for 
some time, his duties were wnusually 
arduous. 

There are not so many visitors In the 
city today as came in yesterday, though 
the town is full of people. A number of 
those who had friends or relatives in 
the city, after wiring for day and night, 
and getting no response because wires 
nerth of the city were down, jumped 
aboard train and came. Miss Lucile 
Ham, daughter of Colonel H. W. J. 
Ham, who was at Columbia, 8. C., could 
get no communication, and she came 
home last night. J. D. Woodside, of 
Greenville, 8. C., whose wife is here, al- 
89 came, as did numbers of others. 

There has been in progress on what is 
known as “factory hill,”’ the cottage set- 
tlement of employees of Gainesville mill, 
for two weeks or more a series of revivgl 
meetings, conducted by Revs. D. 8S. Grin- 
del and R. D. Hawkins. It was during 
these meetings that many were converted, 
and some of these lost their lives in the 
mill disaster Monday afternoon. Rev. 
Hawkins lost an uncle at the Pacolet 
mill, John J. Mayne, ‘former clerk of 
Hall superior court. 

The head of the boy whose life was lost 
at the Gainesville mill was found this 
morning at New Holland,’a distance of 
2 miles. The remains of the*little fellow 
were extracted from the debris at the 
mill Monday afternoon, but his head 
Was completely severed from his body. 
There was no one who could identify 
him, ang the f.nding of his head ‘has 
not brought his identification. He was 
seen fiying through the air from the fifth 
floor of the mill, but when his body 
was picked up it was seen that his head 
was completely severed from his body at 
the shoulders. 

Six more Atlanta physicians arrived at 
New Holland last night, and are at work 
today. They came on the late train from 
Atianta, and were sent on to the Paco- 
let mills. The body of O. E. Mozley, 
the street car conductor who lost his life 
in W. A. Nix’s store, was shipped to 
Anderson, 8. C., this morning, his wife 
having come here on the train arriving 
at 4 o'clock a. m,

Said’ Rev. A. C. Ward: “Dr. Brough- 
ton and I are going to return to At- 
lanta tonight to preach to our people up- 
on the needs of Gainesville.” 

Barclay & Brandon’s ambulance 4ar- 
rived at 3 o'clock this afternoon, and was 
immediately put to hauling wounded peo- 
ple to the central hospjtal at the court 
house. Every white injured person will 
be hauled to central hospital as fast as 
the ambulance can handle them, and the 
colored injured go to the Quillian build- 
ing. 

The Southern Express Company is 
handling all relief articles and transport- 
ing the dead shipped away free of 
charge. Agent H. A. Terrell has an ex- 
tra force at work to insure prompt de- 
livery. 

The origin of the cyclone has been 
traced to the farm of H. W. Crank- 
shaw. 1 mile south of the Gainesville 
eotton mill, where it tore up several out 
houses and completely swept from the 
face of the earth 12 acres of apple trees. 
The farm of 8S. W. Westbrooks, adjoin- 
ing, was wrecked, his residence and 
tenant houses being completely demol- 
ished. Westbrooks himself was injured, 
but not seriously, put his family es- 
caped unhurt.

Cottages within 100 feet 
of the plant of the Gainesville mills, néar 
the depot, were not touched by the fury 
of the wind, while the-mill is a mass of 
ruirs. The movements of the storm were 
erratic in the extreme, striking in one spot 
and skipping Over others in direct line. 
Affer passing the farthest hill beyond the 
Pacolet mill at New Holland, its path 
seems to have been deflected up into the 
air, and little or no other damage was 
cone. by it. At that point it had just 
reached its greatest strength and terror 
and it is evident that it did not stay neéuar 
the ground, or there would have been 
harrowing stories to relate from the 
country districts toward White Sulphur 
Springs. 

The actual floss on the buildings and 
machinery of the Gainesville Cotton Mills 
Company’s plant wil] approximate $175,000. 
These figures are official and were ob- 
tained from an officer of the company 
who knows. The body of young Bannis- 
ter, who jis thought to be buried in the 
ruins near this mill, has not yet beon 
recovered. It is now supposed that he 
lies under a mass of heavy machinery 


railroad tracks. This pile of wreckage 
has not yet been moved, but the searchers 
will undertake the work tomorrow. The 
body of Mosely, the mortorman who dis- 
appeared from Mrs. Talley’s boarding 
house, has been found. He was among 
those killed in the rear of Logan’s store, 
and was taken fo his home this morning. 


A Strange Freak. 

One of the strangest freaks of the 
storm was the hiowing of a bobbin from 
the wrecked Gainesville mills a distance 
of 11-4 miles to the ground of the Paco- 
let mills and thrust it through the body 
of a woman who was passing along on 
the ground. The bobbin necessarily came 
from the place indicated, because. there 
was not even a window pane broken at 
the Pacolet mill and it conld have come 
from nowhere else. This incident is 
vouched for by many who claim to know 
that it really occurred. So many strange 
things happen during the progress of 
these queer wind storms that it is not 
easy to invent anything in the way of 
fiction that could surpass what really is 
seen to happen, and things are in too 
exicted a state in this city at present 
for the people to have time to sit down 
and spin. idle yarns. One of the most 
horrible incidents that have come to 
light was the finding this morning, near 
the railroad tracks, of the back part of 
a woman’s head. One of the operatives 
of the mill at the place was carried to 
the improvised morgue yesterday after- 
noon with the entire back portioh of her 
head cut clean away, as though struck 
a terrific blow with a butcNer’s cleaver. 
today some parties in waiking along 
there found the remainder of her hair 
and scalp, and it was taken to the body 
and attached with a cloth. Numberless 
instances of the horrors that occurred 
could be toid, but enough -has been print- 
ed to demonstrate to the world that no.

here has been no exaggeration in the 
reports sent out—in fact, the case has 
been understated, if there has been any 
variation at ail. The Gainesville mills 
will be rebuilt as fast as men and money 
can do it, and there will not be a day’s 
unnecessary delay in allowing the desti- 
tute Operatives to return to work and to 
earning their living. Among the things 
that escaped in marvelous manner from 
the death that struck so many in Lao- 
gan's store were two kittens. After the 
debris had been dug into this morning 
they were found unharmed, and were 
taken by the finders as souvenirs of the 
storm. A book was picked up nearly a 
mile from the farthest trace of the 
cyclone. On the fly leaf are the words: 
“J. D. Whitmire, his book.” Fragments 
of the destroyed houses are also being 
picked up at great distances beyond the 
scene of their demolition. it wil] be 
many days before the entire story of the 
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since first settled by civilized men, Geor- 
gia has never known the equal of this 
gigantic upheaval of the froces of na- 
ture and for many and many a day the 
people_of the beautiful little city that 
bore the brunt of its fury will mourn for 
her children that come not again to Ner 
call, 

Ford Walker, the 10-year-old son of G. 
W. Walker, was at Cannon’s farm, haif 
mile this side of New Holland, when he 
heard the storm coming. He was riding 
a Shetland pony, and his little pug dog 
was with him. Putting spurs to his 
animal, he got in the hollow this side thé 
first demolished heuse toward New Hoi- 
land. Jumping ‘Off the pony, he’ roiled 
into a gully and was saved. His pony 
and dog were blown across a ravine, but 


| were unhurt. 


Tom Cleveland was on the fourth floor 
of the Gainesville mill when it was struck. 
He lit. on his feet and put off in a trot 
when he reached terra firma. Was un- 
hurt, save a severe shake-up, annd a few 
bodily bruises. 

Fanny Reeves’ escape from instant 
death was miraculous. She was in the 
spinning room of the Gainesville mill, 
which was on the fifth floor, and her 
body was tossed a distance of 100 yards 
in the direction of the commissary. Her. 
injuries were slight, and she walked to 
her home when the storm passed. 

Mary Elrod was at work in the spin- 
ning room, fifth floor, near the stairway 
at the south end of the Gainesvillé mill. 
The current sucked her into the shaft of 
the stairway and sat her down gently on 
the ground floor near the southwest en- 
trance. She quietly walked to Foreman 
W. H. Johnson’s house, 3 yards away, 
and rested a few moments, when she re- 
turned to the mil] and assisted in caring 
for her injured friends. 

W. E. Banister, who is among the killed, 
and whose body has not yet been recover- 
ed, was at work near the vestibule on the 
fifth floor. He had just pulled off his 
coat and hung it up in its accustomed 
place. The storm crashed down upon the 
mill, and he was blown away. Today his 
coat was recovered from the debris, and 
in an inside pocket was found over $200 
in currency. It was reported mate this af- 
ternoon that his body was recovered 1 
mile’ beyond New Holland, but this report 
has not been verified. 

Henry Towery, clerk in the Gainesville 
commissary, was standing in the rear of 
the store when he saw the storm strike 
the cotton mill, and saw one corner flying 
toward him, He jumped toward the front 
of the store and was saved. Had he re- 
mained in his tracks he would have been 


| killed, as that part of the store was torn 


from its foundation.

‘Both Are Impossible,” Says Repre- 
sentative Hay, “and Will Not 
Be Considered’’—Conserva- 
tive Man: Will Be 
Nominated, 


Washington, June 3.—(Sneciai.)—Good 
team work, in the opinion of Represen- 
tative James Hay, of Virginia, will be 
the most notable improvement in dem- 
ocratic: congressional ranks next winter. 
Mr. Hay, who is chairman ef the house 
democratic caucus, was in Washington 
tcday looking after the interests of his 
constituents, Talking on the democratic 
outlook, he said: 

“As to the presidential possibilities, I 
thik it is too early to venture a pre- 
diction as to whom the democrats oh 
nominate for their standard’ bearer. Bu 
of this I am certain, neither Mr. Cleve- 
land nor Mr. Bryan will be selected for 
that mission. Both are impossible and 
need not be considered. Just now, from 


1 the way things look east and south, lL 


should say Senator Gorman or Judge 
Parker seem to be the favorites. One 
day Gorman’s stock is up and the next 
day is Parker day. But the sentiment 
in favor of both these may be but 
a passing one, though the fact that they 
are undoubtedly in the probable column 
gives us a pretty good idea of the kind 
of man’ we are going to nominate. If 
it is not Parker and not Gorman, it will 
be one of that conservative school. It 
does not matter so much who the man 
is, provided he be a good sound democrat 
of the Parker-Gorman schoo] of conser- 
vatism, a man whose mention for the 
presidency causes neither capital nor la- 
bor to shy. 

“As for Mr. Bryan, I do not think 
he will be in it at the next convention. 
Mr. Bryan will find that he can’t have 
as much to do with the workings of tite 
next convention as heretofore; in fact, 
many think he will have nothing to do 
with it. He will have no support in the 
convention so far ag the southern dele 
gates are concerned. They won't stand 
Bryan’s running the convention, 

“Good team work will be the object 
of the party both in the house and sen- 
ate. Our policy will be to fight all of 
the rotten legislation proposed by the 
republicans and to fight altogether and 
hard. We will fight along the line of 
time-honored principles, and I think with 
John Sharp Williams as the minority 
leader in the house and Senator Gorman 
at the head of our forces in the senate, 
the -democrats will have a party com- 
manding the respect and confidence of! 
the country. Of course we are prevent- 
ed from originating legislation, but we 
can frequently block bad legislation, 
There will.be no rainbow chasing on our 
side of the house and I believe that the 
closing of congress will mark an era of 
brighter things for the party. 

“Of the interesting Montague-Martin 
fight, which has now developed into well 
nigh a political feud, Mr. Hay said he 
thought Senator Martin was unquestion- 
ably on top at this time. “From what 
I can hear,’’ Mr. Hay said, “the sen- 
timent in aH parts of the Old Dominion 
seems to be in his favor. This is not a 
reflection on Governor Montague neces- 
sarily, and no one can lay a serious 
charge to him that would hurt him in 
the estimate of the people. At the same 
time I ‘believe the voters feel thev have 
in Senator Martin a man of power and 
influence in thé\senate, who is a valuabie 
man to his state and to his country. 
They think it would be bdd policy to 
remove him.’ 

‘“‘Membership in the National League of 
Democratic Clubs is rapidly on the in- 
crease,’’ said Max F. Ihmsen, secretary 
of the organization, today, “and we are 
all getting ready for the next campaign. 
There are 9,000 clubs in the league and 
these will be largely increased ag the elec- 
tion approaches. Those who join the 
clubs are men who are not in politics 
regularly. but desire patriotically to take 
a part in the campaign.

JAPAN WORRIED 
QVER MANCHURIA 


There Is Great Doubt in Re- 
gard to Intentions of 
Russia, 


Tokio, May 22, via Victoria, B. C., June 
3.—A period of suspense prevails in Japan 
regarding the Manchurian affair. M. 
Paul Lesser was expected at Pekin May 
26 and it was thought that the situation 
would assume a new phase on his arrival. 

The Yokumin publishes advices that the 
Chinese foreign office has advised Japan 
and the United States that the circum- 
stances were not favorable at present to 
the: opening of Manchuria. ° 

According to the latest report there 
are now 3,500 Russian troops at Liao Yan, 
including infantry, cavalry and artillery. 
Every foreigner in Manchuria reports 
great difficulty in trade conditions under 
the contro] of Russia and emphasizes that 
the United States will lose a field of 
great promise in a few years if the Rus- 
sians are not expelled from Manchuria. 

Washington, June 3.—It is said at the 
Russian embassy that advices from St. 
Petersburg are to the effect that the 
evacuation of Manchuria by Russia is 
steadily being carried forward and that 
the final withdrawal will take place in 
September in accordance with the Man- 
churian agreement. Further, it is sa:d 
that there can be no foundation for the 
statements that Russia purposes to rec- 
main permanently in Manchuria and tu 
restrict foreign trade in that section ol 
China,

The Giles Suffrage Cases. 

The cases of the negro Giles, who is 
being used to test the validity of the 
suffrage laws of Alabama, are again 
to be heard in new forms before the 
supreme court of the United States. 
It is to be hoped that the issues have 
been so joined as to compel the court 
to pass squarely upon the right of the 
states to confer or withhold suffrage, 
provided the terms of their statutes do 
not in totidem verbis discriminate be- 
tween voters “on account of race, col- 
or or previous condition of servitude.” 

It will be of exceeding value in all 
future suffrage. legislation to know 
whether California, Oregon and Neva- 
da have the right to exclude from the 
use of the ballot, as they do the Chi- 
nese, whether declared citizens of the 
United States or not. j 

Also will it be of interest to know if 
Vermont-is acting within constitution- 
al bounds when it excludes from suf- 
frage ‘‘those who have not attained the 
approbation of the board of civil au- 
thority of the town in which they re- 
side.” If that plan of . qualifying 
voters is thoroughly constitutional, we 
might very easily satisfy northern 
criticism of our suffrage system in the 
south by adopting the idea, which 
would really work with charming ef- 
fectiveness in shutting out the venal 
and ignorant voters of our precincts, 
whether white or black. In fact, the 
Alabama registration law seems to be 
trotting all-fours beside this same Ver- 
mont law, 

It is a matter of common notoriety 
that no people in any section of the 
country is more desirous of a defini- 
tive decision from the supreme. court 
as to whether or not the, fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments have given 
or not given the absolute control of 
suffrage from state to congressional 
authority. We want to know what are 
our remaining rights in that matter 
and how far congress has been invest- 
ed with, or usurped, power to coerce 
Vermont or Georgia in the matter of 
suffrage. 

Hence we repeat with all emphasis 
that the time has. come when this 
thorn in the side ®f the body politic 
should be removed. The supreme 
court is competent to remove it and 
if it will handle the Giles cases with 
patriotism and justice, instead of from 
the viewpoint of parfisanship, we have 
no doubt both Georgia and Vermont 


will be satisfied with fhe quietus-mak- 


ing decision. "

Glorious prospect, this; an old age 
pension to be earned by protracted he- 
roism in the endurance of hunger or 
high-priced victuals in the interest of the 
distant colonial agriculturalist! 

That which amuses in the above 
commentary is the facile ingenuity 
with which The Sun ignores the his- 
tory of our oWn country.

ley when he made his meteotic rise to 
congress from the fifth Texas district in 
the twenty-sixth year of his age, and is 
familiar with the history of his political 
fortunes through the nineties. 

“Mr. Bajley- went to Gainesville, Cook 
ccunty, Texas, from Copiah county. Mis- 
sissippi, shortly after attaining his ma- 
jority. He was a patrician born, as his 
personality strikingly attests, and he en- 
joyed every advantage of culture and ed- 
ucation up to his. early admission to 
the bar. His advent in Texas was far 
from that of an unknown, struggling, 
impecunicus young man with the real 
stuff in him. The real stuff was in him, 
but he had plenty of the pecuniary sort, 
and he came heralded as a man of 
means, surpassing ability and compelling 
ambition, Silas Hare, of Sherman, rep- 
resented the “Big Fifth’ at the time, 
and the old gentleman evinced his un- 
easiness when young Bailey moved in. 
Mr. Bailey made no bones of his degire 
to go to congress very soon after hang- 
ing out his shingle in Gainesville. His 
is an imperious and niagnetic nature. 
Men fal] under his spell on sight, and 
as for women—! Added to his handsome 
presence, profuse back hair and broad 
expanse of hat brim and shirt front, 
young Joe Bailey had a voice and vo- 
cabulary that never permitted a jury to 
leave their seats or a convention to leave 
the hall until the persuasive orator’s 
will was done, For all his antecedents 
and high-bred nature, he was democratic 
as an old shoe. When he appeared on 
the court house square, which was often, 
about the time Silas Hare was lying 
awake o' nights over his last nomination, 
the wood-haulers would leave their wag- 
ons and congregate around him as he 
sat on the curb with his feet in the 
gutter, flanked on either side by an ex- 
pectorating row of old “‘long-horns,”’ ex- 
plaining tariff and silver.

The 
lawyers, who had hitherto controlied the 
congressional conventions, were against 
him, Hare had the machine organization, 
and vet, when that veteran politician 
secured his last nomination to congress, 
young Bailey might have had it had he 
iifted his finger with an assegpting sign. 
He declared he was a. bit too, young and 
would wait two years» longer. The peo- 
ple of the district literally idolized him 
and .regarded him as singled out by na- 
ture and fate to represent them. 't was 
a triumph of personality .and genuine 
political genius. 

“Having much leisure and little mon- 
ey,” the fake yarn runs, “he (Bailey) 
thought he would walk to the conven- 
| tion.” Young Bailey went into that con- 
vention metaphorically upon the shoul- 
ders of the enthusiastic delegates, with 
the overwhelming will of the people be- 
lind them. He accepted the nomination 
with the superior dignity of one whose 
own is coming to him on schedule time, 
by right of mental conquest. His speech 
was worthy of Henry Ciay in the virgin 
flush of his imperiows career, and no 
petty trick of the political charlatan in- 
spired it. He spoke as to the manner 
born a congressman, and with ail the 
moving rhetoric of his periods, with no 
superficiality of thought. In a word, he 
“said something.” At the time of his 
nemination, Mr. Bailey was temporarily 
embarrassed financially as the result of a 
spent real ¢state boom in north Texas, 
in which he was said to have invested 
$100,000. He had built the handsomest 
residence in Gainesville at the time, 
which, unfortunately, he could not move 
into. As for money, he needed’ not a 
cent in his campaign, and his friends 
stood ready to back him for any sum, He 
was not long in recouping his losses, 
and with that congressional nomination 
entered upon a ‘tenure of political power 
in his district which made the for- 
mality of successive nominations super- 
fluous. He went to the United States sen- 
ate in much the same commanding way 
that he entered congress. 

The friends of Senator Bailey will learn 
with pleasure of his great good luck in 
the side role of a pine land and oj] land 
promoter of Texas properties. He is said 
to be in the Jim Hogg capitalistic class 
now, with ample means to indulge his 
passion for Kentucky thoroughbrecs and 
boundless acres. However, they would 
regret to think that, just turning forty, 
the brilliant senator from Texas will re- 
lapse into, dignified adtpose tissue and a 
coupon mentality, as is the tendency of 
a senate cinch and a roll. The qualities 
of leadership so strongly exhibited 
throughout a decade in the house should 
attain their full fruition in a higher leg- 
islative sphere, and the democratic party 
has need of strong men in the genate. 
Senator Baiiey has native qualities that 
augur an evolution of statesmanship not 
at ail commonplace at Washington.

Officials Believe It Was To Have 
Been Used on Roosevelt—Presi- 
dent Made Nine Addresses 
in as Many Cities on 
Yesterday. 


Bloomington, Ills., June 3.—There was a 
sensation at Lincoln this morning over 
the discovery of @ satchel full of dyna- 
mite hidden near the Chicago and Alton 
tracks in Lincoln. This was located 
within a few feet from the point where 
President Roosevelt leaves the train to- 
morrow morning and a plot was sus- 
pected by the police. A thorough inves- 
tigation is in progress. 

President Roosevelt put in about the 
busiest day of his trip today from a 
speech-making standpoint. He made his 
first speech at Freeport at 8 o'clock this 
morning, and when he concluded his 
address here shortly after 10 o’clock to- 
night he had spoken nine times. Eight 
of his speeches were made in the open 
air and several of them in rain storms. 
The hardest rain encountered today was 


at Pontiac, where he dedicated a soi- 
diers and sailors’ monument. The down- 
pour was so heavy when wis train arriv- 
ed that it seemed inadvisable for him to 
veuture out. 

“I will leave it to you, Mr. Mayor,” 
he said to that official. “If you say go 
we will go.”” The mayor decided that 
the president should go, and, wearing a 
rain coat, he braved the elements. 

At Dwight, Ills., the mayor, who is a 
Nee Peat in introducing the president, 
sai 

“I consider you, Mr. President, the 
ideal American citizen. I am in favor of 
the course you have pursued, and will 
support you for reelection.” 

The president, responding to the intro- 
duction, said 

“I am pleased by the the kind words 
the mayor has said to me. Perhaps I 
prize them especially, Mr. Mayor, com- 
ing from one who is not of my party; but 
the whole thing is, my friends, if we are 
all good Americans, that is enough plat- 
form for all of us to stand on. I prize more 
than I can say such words as have been 
uttered by the mayor, and I assure you 
I shall do my best to try to deserve 
them.”’ 

The president also assisted in the open- 
ing of a new hotel at Dwight. A wire 
was run from the hotel to the rear plat- 
form of his car, and by pressing a button 
he started the machinery in the building. 

The places at which the president spoke 
today are Freeport, Rockford, Rochelle, 
Aurora, Joliet, Dwight, Pontiac, Lex- 
ington and Bloomington.

Hannibal, Mo., June 3.—Three children 
were drowned here about 11 o'clock to- 
day by the colligion of the steamer Fly- 
ing Eagle, towing a barge filled with 
Sunday school excursionists, and a pier 
of the Hannibal bridge.

About 250 children from the Park Meth- 
odist church Sunday school of Hannibal 
had boarded the barge and a number 
were on the steamer. The excursion left 
Hannibal. shortly before 11 o’clock to run 
to Quincy and afford a vi®w of the 
swollen Mississippi: As the boat swung 
out into the river the swift current seized 
the craft, and despite all efforts, bore it 
Straight down toward the stone pier of 
the bridge nearest the shore. With a 
crash the steamer was hurled against 
the pier and wrecked, but did not sink 
immediately. 

For a time it was wedged against the 
pier by the currentsand held while the 
terror-stricken children and the accom- 
panying adults climbed up the pier «to 
the bridge. In this way almost half of 
the passengers were saved. Before all 
could reach safety the barge was veered 
around by the current and finally swung 
loose from the pier and floated down 
stream. In the sudden gwinging out of 
the barge the three children were thrown 
into the water and swept away to death. 

Carried by the’ surging waters at a 
rapid rate, the barge, filled with scream- 
ing children, floated into the channel 
and for a time it seemed that all were 
doomed to perish. But from further 
down the stream the catastrophe had 
been witnessed, and at hand were a num- 
ber of skiffs and row boats of different 
kinds. With one thought these boats 
were manned and like a miniature fleet 
they shot out into the swollen stream te 
meet the barge. Encouragemént was 
called to the children and they were 
urged to sit down and be quiet. This had 
good effect. The rescuing boats sur- 
rounded the barge and the children were 
quickly taken from it and safely landed. 


FLAMES COVER 
ENTIRE STATE 


Maine Is Reported in Blaze 
from One Side to 
Other. 


Portland, Me., June 3.—Maine tonight 
is burning from one ‘side to the other, 
and in Almost every section. Thousands 
Of dollars’ worth of property and val- 
uable timber land are being destroyed 
hourly py fires, and there is little pros- 
pect for changed conditions until rain 
has soaked the ground and wood lands. 
At least thirty fires had been reported 
tonight, and many others are raging. 
The fire line at Bemis and Rangeley 
lakes extends from 10 to 12 miles, and 
in some places is over 2 miles in depth. 

According to an official report only 
three-quarters of an inch of rain has 
fallen in Maine since April 8—eight weeks 
ago.

Eight Mor: tims Grant De- 
mands of Textile Workers 


Ranks of Strikers Were Swelled by 
Recruits from Several of the 
Larger Factories, and the 
Leaders Say That They 
Are Winning. 


Philadelphia, June 3—This was a good 
day for the textile strikers in this city. 
Eight firms granted the demands of the 
workers and the Fanks of the strikers 
were swelled by the workmen in several! 
mills going out. 

The three most impoptant breaks on the 
side of thé employers was the granting of 
the fifty-five hour week and an increase 
in pay by Lightenberger & Co., manufac- 
turers of ingrain carpets; Samuel Bos- 
wick, yarn manufacturer, and the 
Franklinville dye works. The employees 
of the carpet and yarn concerns asked 
for a fifty-five hour week and a 10 per 
cent increase in wages, and the dyers ask- 
ea@ for the shorter week and an increase 
of wages from $12 to $13 a week. 

The strikers declare this break portends 
an early end of the gtrike, because the 
manufacturers bave declared, al) along, 
they. were unable to grant an increase in 
wages. The Lightenberger company is 
the first ingrain carpet company to grant 
both the shorter week and the increase 
in wages. The other five firms which 
gave in to the men were only asked 
to grant their employees the shorter 
week without any increase in pay. 

The firms that conceded the demands 
of the men included two dress goods 
concerns, One dye works, one finishing 
mill and one carpet mill. Those that 
went on strike todgy included three spin-* 
ning mills, two hosiery mills, one uphoal- 
stery, one knitting mill and one warp 
dressing concern. 

Another new branch of the textile in- 
dustry brought into the conflict was the 
hair cleth mills. There are only six of 
this class in the city and all the weavers 
employed in them quit work today be- 
cauge they were not given the fifty-five 
hour week.

When Mr. Watson began his 
History of France, he contemplat- 
ed a comparatively short work. 
Such a wealth of material lay be- 
fore him, however, that he found 
it would be unjust to himself and 
his aims to attempt to keep it 
within the bounds of a single vol- 
ume. The completion af the sec- 
ond volume carries him up to the 
appearance on the horizon of the 
Corsican Little Corporal who was 
destined to carry his country to its 
highest pinnacle of greatness, and 
he conceived the idea of writing 
his third volume around the life 
of that human marvel.. Thé«suc- 
cess of his “Napoleon” was in- 
stantaneous. This popular meth- 
od of treatment did not in the 
least detract from the historical 
heights which had in the eyes of 
students and critics been attain- 
ed by the two earlier volumes, but 
on the contrary it added greatly to 
the number of his readers. 


Of Absorbing Intérest. 

This same method of treatment 
has been followed in his History 
of the United States. “The Life 
and Times of Thomas Jefferson™ 
is the first installment. This will 
be followed in,due time by simi- 
lar treatment of succeeding histor- 
ical epochs—these being handled 
with special reference to the part 
played by the man who was the 
central figure of each epoch— 
such as Andrew Jackson, John C, 
Calhoun and Robert E. Lee.

My special purpose in writing 
“The Life and Times of Thomas 
Jefferson” has been to make it the 
first part of a new history of the 
United States, whose intention is 
to do justice to the south. From 
the settlement of Virginia in 1619, 


at which time our southern an-‘ 


cestors founded democratic insti- 
tutions on this continent, down to 
1826, the principal-events of our 
history are outlined; and the true 
position of the south made clear. 
There is absolutely no single book 
on the market which does this.

my facts from original publica- 
tions in the states, from books by 
southern authors which nevcr 
reached a general circulation and 
are now out of print, from various 
memoirs, biographies of eminent 
men, state! papers ard’ publit ‘doc- 
uments. There is not a fact used 
by me which I will not prove, if 
challenged. 

After my lecture in Atlanta, one 
year ago, at which time I was the 
guest of my friend, the Hon. Clark 
Howell, much was said about my 
public pledge to prepare a histor- 
ical work in which the south 
should be fairly treated. I found 
that there was a greater demand 
for such a book than I had. sup- 
posed. Frequently my references 
to such an undertaking would be 
welcomed with a genuine enthusi-

pressive, as well as touching. 

It was from Hon. Clark 
Howell that I first received the 
suggestion to publish my book as 
a serial 
form; and it is because of that sug- 
gestion that “The Life and Times 
of Thomas Jefferson” will appear 
sn The Atlanta Constitution. 

All the leading facts of our his-

Work of Rehabilitating the Flood 
and Fire-Swept City Will Soon 
Begin—Great Improvement 
Is Reported in the 
Situation. 


Topeka, Kans., June 3.—The Kansas 
river is rapidly falling. In a few more 
days the work of rehabilitating North 
Topeka may begin. The situation tonight 
may be summarized thus: 

At 2 o’clock the river had fallen 4 feet, 

Total number of known dead, 22; un- 
identified dead, 5; reported dead, 66.

Depth of river is yet 2 feet, which is 
+ feet above highest ever known in 
previous years. 

Governor Baily has issued a proclama- 
tlon calling for help and asking that 
contributions be sent to William Sims, 
treasurer. 

The genera] relief fund has passed §$14,- 
000. ' 

The Elks fund has passed $4,009. 

The fund in the hands of the governor 
now amounts to $3,500. 

Weather bureau predicts for tomvurrow: 
“Cloudy tonight and tomorrow, with 
probably light showers; rising tempera- 
ture.”’ 

It is expected that the water supply 
will be resumed some time tonight. 

All who are held in buildings in North 
Topeka are safe and comfortable. 

No one in flooded district is in danger. 

All homeless are being well cared for. 

Over 200 deputies are guarding property 
in North Topeka. 

The only railroads operating out of To- 
peka. are the Missouri Pacific south and 
the Santa Fe west. 

The governor may call an extra session 
to provide state relief.for all sufferers 
from floods in Kansas. 

Governor Bailey hopes his appeal for 
help will bring enough money to meet 
the emergency. If it fails he said he 
would probably ask the members of the 
legislature to come here for a day with- 
Gut expense to the state and make the 
necessary appropriations. 


Conditions at Kansas City. 


Kansas City, June 3.+Flood conditions 
were materially better during. the night, 
and on all sides this morning the in- 
tense strain of the past four days had 
for the first time been relieved. Com- 
munication by steamer with Kansas City, 
Kans., having been opened permanently, 
the exact conditions there having be- 
come known, no further feeling of anx- 


- fety was felt for the sufferers in that 


locality. Now that the lay of the land 
is known and the relief committees of 
both Kansas Cities are able to work to- 
gether, they have mapped out and put 
into execution elaborate plans for re- 
lieving all distress, restoring order and 
returning: business to its normal chan- 
nels. These plans are being carried out 
today by an army of local men, rein- 
forced by relief in the shape of food and 
boats sent in from St. Joseph and -Leay- 
enworth, 

At 7 o’clock this morning the Missouri 
river registered 34.4 feet, a fg@ll of nearly 
12 inches in as many hours, and the 
weather bureau predicts that from now 
on the weather will gradeéally but stead- 
ily fall. The Kansas river continues to 
fav at the rate of half an inch an hour 
and the tops of submerged buildings are 
beginning to show above the water line. 
The sufi'shone today -e this fact was a 
tremend@us force for good. 


Sufferers at Des Moines. 


Des Moines, Iowa, June 3.—The work 
of caring for the five thousand destitute 
ffood sufferers is still taxing the local 
committee to the utmost. The committee 
has reaffirmed that there is no need of 
outside assistance. Ten thousand dollars 
has been subscribed here in addition to 
a large quantity of clothing and food. 
At Atlantic City two marooned families 
were discovered. For five days they had 
teen compelled to sit on tables, with

ing to eat. 

Cloudbuist in Idaho. 
Nez Perces, Idaho, June 3.—A_ terrific 
cloudburst, accompanied by a heavy 
storm of wind and hail at the head 
of Lawyers canyon, 31 miles southwest 
of here, yesterday. Hail fell to the 
depth of 20 inchés along the canyon and 
destroyed grain on a strip 2 miles wide 
and 6 miles long. The only deaths re- 
ported are that of Joe Demissey and 
his sister Isabella, who were drowned 
in the food of water which swept down 
the canyon in a solid wall 12 peg feet 
high, carrying everything before it. 
? High Water at Aannibal. 
Hannibal, Mo., June 3.—A stage of 21.8 
feet, reached by the Mississippi river 
here tonight, establishes the highest wa- 
ter mark in the history of Hannibal, 
The water is now 9 feet over the dan- 
ger line, a rise of 2.5 feet in the past 
twenty-four house. It is estimated that 
the damage already done will amount to 
at least $200,000. 
The street car system is paralyzed and 
the city electric light plant is shut down, 
leaving the city in total darkness and 
causing the suspension of work by a 
large number of manufacturing indus- 
tries which use electricity for running 
their machinery. 
The railroad service is crippled. The 
yards of the Wabash, Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, Burlington, St. Louis and 
Hannibal roads are from 2 to 12 feet 
under water. Few trains are running 
into Hannibal at present. Business gen- 
erally is tied up.. Between ten and fif- 
teen of the important business locks, 
some residences and buildings along the 
levee are flooded. Occupants of many res- 
idences in South Hannibal were compell- 
ed to vacate their homes today.

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Reproduced herewith is a clipping 
from The Odessa News sent by 
Moses Elsin to his brother in law, 
Leon Eplan, of Atlanta. It is a 
portion of a circular issued by the 
minister of state to the governors 
of provinces and officers of police. 
A translation follows: 

“On the 6th and 7th of April, in 
town of Kishinef, providence of 
Bessarabia, the Christian citizens, 
mostly of which were common peo- 
ple, created disturbances directed 
against the Jews. Forty five (45) 
people were killed or died since 
from wounds received; seventy- 
four (74) fatally and three hundred 
and fifty (350) were lightly injured. 

“During the above mentioned dis- 
order seven hundred (700) Jewish 
residences and six hundred (600) 
stores were robbed and destroyed. 

“After a careful investigation the 
direct cause of the trouble is 
traced to a few unprincipled Chris- 
tians, who spread a rumor that 
the Jews have killed several Chris- 
tian children for the sole purpose 
of obtaining blood for religious 
purposes. 

“Similar rurrors have been propo- 
gated in Dubosarach. Also in Kiev. 
In the latter part of March and be- 
ginning of April the intense excite- 
ment of the common people reach- 
ed its climax and were talking

@ Tmulated to kill the Jews, 

“On the first day of our holiday 
» the common people congregated to 
participate in the festivities of the 
day.

This was the sig- 
nal and hurdreds of the fanatics 
commenced to throw rocks in the 
windows of houses occupied by 
Jewish families.”

Steamer Left Valparaiso in an At- 
tempt To Ride Out Storm and 
Foundered—Fifty of Crew 
and Many Passengers 
Were Drowned. 


London, June 3—A dispatch from Val- 
paraiso, Chili, confirms the dispatch of 
the Associated Press last night from San- 
tiago de Chili, referring to the fears ex- 
pressed there for the safety of the Pa- 
cific Steam Navigation Company’s steam- 
er Arequipa, which, during a lull in yes- 
terdday’s storm at Valparaiso, left that 
port in an endeavor to ride out the gale 
at sea. The agent cables that the steam- 
er, which had eighty passengers on board, 
probably was lost. The bodies of some of 
the Arequipa’s crew, he adds, were 
brought ashore. 

Later advices from Valparaiso say the 
Arequipa foundered at her moorings and 
the captain, his wife and the majority of 
the crew were lost.

TRAIN RUNS INTO 
~ LARGE WASHOUT 


Negro Excursionists Meet Ac- 
cident in South Carolina, 


White Conductor and Four “Negro 
Passengers Killed— bout Thir- 
ty Persons Bacly Injured. 
Accident Occurred Near 
Sumter Yesterday. 


Columbia, 8. C., June 3.—(Special.)—A 
torrent caused by a cloudburst tore a 
great hole.through an embankment of 
the Atlantic Coaet Line railroad, near 
Wedgefield® this morning just before a 
train heavily loaded with preachers and 
their friends coming to the commence- 
ment’ of the colored colleges in Colum- 
bia reached the point. Into this gaping 
chasm the engine plunged and in the re- 
sulting wreck five lives were lost and 
thirty-two persons injured. 

A few hundred yards frem the under- 
mined place in the roadway a negro who 
knew of the danger frantically’ waved his 
hat and attempted to give warning, but 
he was either not seen or not heard by 
the engineer and the train rushed on to 
its doom. 

Alexander Robinzon, a farm hand, 
heard the explosion when the embank- 
ment burst and hastening to the road did 
what he could to save the train, but so 
many negroes wave their hats at locomo- 
tives that the engineer probably did not 
give his signal a thought.. Within fifteen 
feet of the chasm the engineer saw \the 
peril and epplied the emergency brake 
and reversed. 

Engineer Wilson and his fireman were. 
hurled from the cars, Wilson falling near’ 
the engine and being frightfully scalded. 
The fireman escaped injury and ran back 
two miles for assistance. 

The train consisted of a refreshment 
ear and five coachés. In the former Con- 
ductor J. J. Clements was standing when 
the crash came. He was buried in the 
wreck and “instantly killed. Axes and 
saws had to be used to reach the dead 
and dydng. It is almost miraculous that 
so few were killed in those crowded cars. 

Frank Ross and his wife were found 
dead side hy side in the forward é0ach. 

Joseph Davis was crushed by a mass 
of iron trucks. which telescoped the for- 
ward car. Ned Weston, an aged man; 
was internally injured and succumbed 
two hours ‘after the accident. 7 

A woman with twin babies in her arms 
was buried under the wreckage, but all 
escaped without a scratch. 

Seven of those injured are in a serious 
condition. 

Spécial trains from Columbia and Sum- 
ter carrying surgeons were sent out and 
the wounded administered to as soon as 
possible.

BELOW NORMAL 
IS TEMPERATURE 


Unseasonable Weather Ex- 
pected To Continue 
Today. 


The weather today is likely to be un- 
settled. 

Just now everyone is talking about 
the unseasonable weather that has drop- 
ped dowy on Atlanta. The fact that 
March or April weather is arriving in 
June has started the #veather prophets 
seeking figures among the records. 

Here igs how the weather of yesterday 
compared with that of a year ago: The 
lowest temperature recorded | yesterday 
was 59 degrees, the maximum 66, and the 
mean temperature 62. 

The maximum of a year age was 87, 
the minimum 77 and the mean 82. 

According to twenty-five years of sta- 
tistics, as kept at the Atlanta office 
of the weather bureau, the first day of 
the present month was practically nor- 
mal. That of the second day was 5 
degrees below normal, and that of yester- 
day 9 degrees below normal. 

Thig sort of weather invariably brings 
the calamity howlers to the fore with 
evil prophesies regarding the outcome of 
all crops, and especially in respect to 
cotton. One In a position to know had 
this to say to The Constitution yes- 
terday: “Yes, I know that there are 
any number of persons who are crying 
out that everything is going to the bad 
and that there will be no ‘hallelujah 
| ee in Georgia this year. You wiil 
hear this from women who declare that 
their flower gardens are going to ruin 
and from planters who will assure you 
that nothing can now make an average 
yleld of the cutton. Certainly this last 
is absurd. Reports show that there is an 
unusually large acreage of cotton in the 
ground, due, I suppose, to the high prices, 
and the calamity howlers would do weij 
|to remember that while it is true that 
so far the season has been coid and 
backward, it must also be borne in mind 
that the crop will be late in maturing. 
It is much too early to predict any such 
thing as failure or an unusually large 
crop at this time. It will be September 
or October before cotton matures and 
that is a long time ahead. 

“I know for one, and I am certain 
that there are very many who wiil agree 
with me, that backward seasons have 
cften resulted in the largest yields and 
the best grade of cotton.”

OBJECTS 


TO BUMSTEAD'S APPEAL 


HE matter of white pupils attend- 
ing the Atlanta University, which 
was responsible for the withdraw- 


ing of the annual appropriation of %8,- 
000 by the state of Georgia to that insti- 
tution, was again forcibly brought be- 
fore the public by a communication from 
M.- F. Whitney, of Massachusetts. This 
communication was printed in The Bos- 
ton Herald in answer to an appeal for 
money for the Atlanta University by its 


head, President Bumstead. 

‘Mr. Whitney was opposed to the grant- 
ing of aid to the Atlanta university on 
the ground that through the mismanage- 
ment of President Bumstead, the uni- 
versity had been deprived of $8,000 an- 
nually. 

Included in the objections to’ call for 
$16,000 for the university, Mr. Whitney 
cites the following: 

“This appeal does not seem to me to 
be in good taste, when it is considered 
that much of the financial embarrass- 
ment of the Atlanta university has arisen 
through the fault of the administration 
of President Bumstead. The legislature 


of Georgia passed an act, approved 
March 3 1874, appropriating $8,000 annu- 
ally to the Atlanta university, upon the 
condition that the university shall furn- 
ish free tuition for as many colored pu- 
pils from each county in the state as 
there were members of the house of 
representatives from such counties. At 
the same time the constitution of the 
» state of Geprgia provided for a system 
of common school education throughout 
the state for both white and colored and 
gaid ‘the schools shall be free to all the 
children of the state, but separate schools 
shall be provided for the white and col- 
ored races.’ 
“Atianta university had the option of 
© @beying the laws of the state and re- 
- eeiving the appropriation, or persisting 
© % coeducation and having no such aid. 


It deliberately chose the latter course. 
Bumstead was a citizen of the state and 
was bound to obey its laws. He was de- 
voting his time to the training of the 
colored youth, and yet openly violated 
the law while his school was receiving 
state aid. He thus set at defiance the 
laws of the state and by word and ex- 
ample established a precedent for the 
violation of all laws. 

“What the negro needs #: not so much 
higher education, but better morals; not 
So much Greek and Latin, but a thor- 
ough training to do some useful thing. 

“The question now seems to be, what 
shall we do with the negro? Unless more 
work shall be done on the plans out- 
lined at Tuskegee, the question will be, 
what shall the negro do with us?’ 

The full communication of Mr. Whitney 
is presented further below. 


Dr. M. W. Adams*Talks. 


When a representative of The Consti- 
tution called at the Atlanta university 
yesterday it was to find that President 
Bumstead had departed and was on his 
way to Boston. Dr. M. W, Adams, who 
is dean of the institution, was seen; He 
said that both he and President Bum- 
stead had seen the communication and 
had conferred together. It was probable 
that the president would reply to the 
communication with a short statement. 

In speaking of the communicatjon and 
its contents Dr. Adams stated that they 
were false. The laws of Georgia had 
not been broken, because the Atlanta 
university was a private institution and 
not a public or state @llege. Dr. Ad- 
ams also claimed that there ‘re White 
pupils, mostly the children of Profess¢rs 
at the university, when the appropriation 
was granted in 1874. One of the funda- 
mental principles of the institution was 
that scholars should be admitted irre 
spective of sex or color. It was on these 
very grounds that they had received some 
of their largest gifts from the so-called 
freedmen’s bureau and the American 
Missionary Society when the university 
was young. When the question was pre- 
sented by the legislature and they were 
asked to comply with the laws relating 
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to public institutions in the matter of 
prohibiting the attendance of white pupils 
along with colored, they decided that 
they could not comply with the de- 
mands without going against the direct 
stipulations of these orgarizations at 
the time the gifts were made. For this 
reason the annual appropriation of $8,000 
was withdrawn by the state, which, of 
course, had greatly interfered with the 
work of the institution. 

‘Dr. Adams further stated that. so far 
as he knew there had only been two 
white pupils at the university since 1596. 
One of these was the daughter of a pro- 
fessor at the Gammon Theological semi- 
nary for colored students and the daugh- 
ter of a white pastor from the north of 
a colored church here in Atlanta. So 
far as he knew, there had never been a 
white child of southern parents in the 
institulion. The reason that white stu- 
dents were not in the institution at this 
time was because they did not apply. If 
they did apply at this time they would 
be gdmitted at the fall term. 

The board of visitors to the Atlanta 
university on June 7, 1887, included in their 
report to the governor the following: 

““‘We feel it to be our duty to call the 
attention of your excellency to a fact in 
connection with the Atlanta university 
which was a surprise to us and twhich 
we feel assured is not in accord with 
the policy and provisiong of the legisla- 
ture.of the state or with the theory of 
our institutions.’ 

After stating that they had found white 
pupils in attendance at the university, 
they stated: 

““‘We desire to say that we regard this 
practice as not only intrinsically wrong, 
but as being, in this case, an improper use 
of the mgpey appropriated by the state. 
In every enactment which the legislature 
has made wpon this subject since and in- 
cluding the year 1874, as well as in the 
constitutional authority to make it, the 
appropriation has been made for the col- 
ored race alone.” 

Upon the further report of Governor 
Gordon in a special message he coin- 
cided with the report of the board of 
visitors and resolutions were preserted to 
the legislature that resulted in the with- 
drawal cf the appropriation of the §8,- 
600 and applied in such a way that it 
should be of benefit to institutions where 
only the colored race received the ben- 
efits according to and in compliance with 
the laws of the state, 


Mr. Whitney’s Card.

He thus 
brought to the university not only the 
loss of $8,000 per year revenue, but incal- 
culable harm fo the very ones he de- 
sired to elevate. It’ was his duty to set 
the example of obedience to law, which is 
the’ foundation of all true character. No 
one will ever be able to estimate the si- 
lent but tremendous evil influence of this 
act. 

‘Why, then, should the people of Bos- 
ton and the east feel that they are bound 
to supply funds to replace’ those 
which could have been retained if the uni- 
versity had been willing to obey the 
laws of the land? Are there no vast 
and threatening social and economic 
problems here at home that need the 
money, the work and the influence of 
our men of wealth? If, however, one 
desires to give his special aid to the 
negro, why not render financial assist- 
ance to the institutions at Tuskegee un- 
dar the care of Booker T. Washington? 
Any person thoroughly acquainted with 
the facts must say that Mr. Washington 
and his school have done more for the 
advancement of the negro in the right di- 


rection than any school under the direc- 


tion of any one of the white race from 
the north. simply because he is working 
on the right line jin harmony with na- 
ture an environment. What the negro 
needs is not so much higher education, 
but better morals; not so much Greek 
and Latin, but a thorough training to 
do some useful thing.

Laying of Corner Stone. 

It was past the noon hour when the 
ranks were broken and the Masonic grand 
officers assembled at the port cochere just 
under the main facade where the corner 
stone was to be laid. To the southward 
Was & perfect sta of humanity om whom 
the oppressively hot sun appare r had 
little effect. Men, women and ren 
crowded and jostled each other for places 
of vantage from which they could see 
the exercises and hear the addresses to 
be made, and at times the militia was 
powerless to stem the swaying tide of 
people. 

The exercises were opened with the pre- 
sentation of a silver trowel by the capitol 
commission to Grand Master E. N. Thom- 
as, of Greenville. Mr. .Thomas spoke 
briefly, and at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress an appropriate address in behalf 
of the Masonic fraternity was made by 
Hion. J. F. McCool, of Kosciusko, past 
grand commander. ; 

The corner stone ceremony occupied the 
usual length of time, and a larga number 
of articles ware placed in the stone, in- 
cluding the law under which the capitol 
was Dbullt, the constitution of Mississippi, 
reports of the capitol commission, names 
of contractors and sub-contractors, a ros- 
ter of the state officials, legislature, and 
members of the judiciary, copies of, the 
Jackson papers And a“Bible.” The*corner 
stone bears the simple inseription, ‘A. 
D. 1901-1908. This Corner Stone Laid June 
3, 1908." 

The speech-making lasted nearly two 
hours. Governor Longino delivered a 
ten-minute address, in which he referred 
to Mississippi's unexampled prosperity 
during the past few years and the glo- 
rious prospect for the future. Bishop 
Galloway’s address lasted about forty 
minutes and was -one of the most mas- 
terly efforts ever made by that distin- 
guished divine. Chief Justice A. H. Whit- 
field spoke for thirty-five minutes, and his 
address was an eloquent tribute to the 
confederacy and the women of the south. 
The multitude displayed great patience 
in spite of the hot weather, and although 
the speaking “was outdoors, the orators 
delivering their addresses from the pe 
destal at the right of the main entrance, 
their voices could be plainly heard almost 


| to the edges of the crowd. 


During the afternoon a portrait of Ju- 
dah P. Benjamin, attorney general of the 
southern confederacy, was presented to 
ithe state by Rabbi Brill, of Greenville, 
and appropriate response to the presen- 
tation speech was made by Director Dub- 
nar Rowland, of the department of ar- 
chives and history. 

Tonight a grand reception, tendered vy 
the state officials and capitol contractors, 
took place in the building, and several 
notable social evehts took place in va- 
rious parts of the city. 

The military features of the day were 
concluded with a dress parade during the 
afternoon. 

The afternoon was cloudy but devoid of 
rain. Many of the special ‘trains left 
early, but. a majority of the crowd re- 
mained until night to witness the illum- 
inations at the new state house, and to 
attend the general reception given by the 
contractors and capitol commission.

Berlin, June 3.—Advices received here 
from Odessa, under date of May 2, say 
the Jews there are now prepared to de- 
fend themselves intelligently. Several 
thousand revolvers have been imported 
since the Kishinef massacre, so that at 
present almost every Jew, man or wom- 
ah, is armed. Those who were unable 
to buy weapons received them as gifts 
from the defense committee. 

A system of communication has‘ also 
been agreed on so as to spread a warn- 
ing throughout the city when there is an 
outbreak of violence in any quarter. 
Familics residing near each other will 
concentrate for defense and every second 
man will join what might be called un 
expeditionary corps, to take part in an 
aggressive defense where rioting is ac- 
tually going on. Arms have been dis- 
tributed from Odessa to the Jews in other 
cities of Russia.

Fish, J.—1. Where one enters into @ 
written contract granting to a telephone 
and telegraph company the right to con- 
struct lines of telephone and telegraph 
over property which he owns or in which 
he has an interest, it is error, in a suit 
brought by the company to enforce the 
contract, to admit parol evidence show- 
ing that it was the understanding of the 
parties, when the contract was entered 
into, that the contemplated line of tele- 
phone and telegraph was to be erected 
along a specified portion of property 
owned by the other party to the contract. 
2, Where a contract contains a recital of 
the payment of one dollar as its consid- 
eration, the contract is valid though the 
sum named was not actually paid.

2. In a case where the undisputed evi- 
dence shows that the relation of landlord 
and tenant exists between the parties, the 
execution of a warrant to dispossess the 
tenant will not be enjoined by a court 
of equity; the remedy of the tenant, if 
he has any defense, being to file the coun- 
ter-afiidavit provided for by the statute;

turned the judge shall have power to put
